2) ...gave ear to Christian response and became a believer. Josh 
McDowell of Apologetic fame in the Christian community was 
converted to Christ as he was seeking to dismantle the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. Great Bible commentator and theologian Author Pink was 
a spiritualist (New Ager) speaker, and through the witness of scripture 
became a devoted follower of Christ! 

3) Psalms 15:1-5 LORD, who shall abide in thy tabernacle? who shall 
dwell in thy holy hill? He that walketh uprightly, and worketh 
righteousness, and speaketh the truth in his heart. He that backbiteth 
not with his tongue, nor doeth evil to his neighbour, nor taketh up a 
reproach against his neighbour. In whose eyes a vile person is 
contemned; but he honoureth them that fear the LORD. He that 
sweareth to his own hurt, and changeth not. He that putteth not out 
his money to usury, nor taketh reward against the innocent. He that 
doeth these things shall never be moved. Isaiah 33:15 He that walketh 
righteously, and speaketh uprightly; he that despiseth the gain of 
oppressions, that shaketh his hands from holding of bribes, that 
stoppeth his ears from hearing of blood, and shutteth his eyes from 
seeing evil; Micah 6:8 He hath shewed thee, O man, what is good; and 
what doth the LORD require of thee, but to do justly, and to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God? Isaiah 56:1 Thus saith the 
LORD, Keep ye judgment, and do justice... Habakkuk 2:4 Behold, his 
soul which is lifted up is not upright in him: but the just shall live by his 
faith. 


1) Deuteronomy 6:4-5 Hear, Israel: The LORD our God is one 
LORD: And thou shalt love the LORD thy God with all thine 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy might. Leviticus 
19:18 Thou shalt not avenge, nor bear any grudge against the 
children of thy people, but thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself: I am the LORD. 


2) Romans 13:8-10 Owe no man any thing, but to love one 
another: for he that loveth another hath fulfilled the law. For 
this, Thou shalt not commit adultery. Thou shalt not kill, Thou 
shalt not steal, Thou shalt not bear false witness, Thou shalt not 
covet; and if there be any other commandment, it is briefly 
comprehended in this saying, namely, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself. Love worketh no ill to his neighbour: 
therefore love is the fulfilling of the law. 
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1) 1 Samuel 15:22 And Samuel said, Hath the LORD as great 
delight in burnt offerings and sacrifices, as in obeying the voice 
of the LORD? Behold, to obey is better than sacrifice, and to 
hearken than the fat of rams. Psalms 51:16-17 For thou desirest 
not sacrifice; else would I give it: thou delightest not in burnt 
offering. The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit: a broken and 
a contrite heart, O God, thou wilt not despise. Hosea 6:6 For I 
desired mercy, and not sacrifice; and the knowledge of God 
more than burnt offerings. Micah 6:6-8 Wherewith shall I come 
before the LORD, and bow myself before the high God? shall I 
come before him with burnt offerings, with calves of a year old? 
Will the LORD be pleased with thousands of rams, or with ten 
thousands of rivers of oil? shall I give my firstborn for my 
transgression, the fruit of my body for the sin of my soul? He 
hath shewed thee, man, what is good; and what doth the 
LORD require of thee, but to do justly, and to love mercy, and to 
walk humbly with thy God? 

2) ...no love for God not intimacy. Or all worship and devotion and 
no genuine love for those around us. 


3) ...to let worship become a matter of the Church building instead 
of a matter of the whole life." 

4) 1 John 4:10 Herein is love, not that we loved God, but that he 
loved us, and sent his Son to be the propitiation for our sins.
